DISPUTE ABOUT BANGLES, 


An application for tho. rohoar- 
ing of a caso, in which a young 
Chineso fomale was convicted 
and sentenced to threo months’ 
imprikonmont for altompting to 
pawn . o% pair of gilt 
banglos, protonding the samo to 
bo roal gold, was mado by Mr. D, 
MoCallum beforo Mr. E. W, 
Hamilton, attho Kowloon Magis- 
tracy this morning, 


Tho caso was hoard yostorday, 
when Mr, H. J. Armstrong ap- 
poorad to prosecute on bohalf of 
tho pawnbrokor. Tho ovidonce 
“was that tho defondant handed o 
pair of bangloa to tho pawnbrokor. 
and asked for tho sum of $90. 
It was ogrood. after some 
argumont, that 688 should bo paid 
for tho artiolos. Tho transaction 
was completed and the imonoy 
was.obsutto bo paid ovor, whon, 
aftora final look at ‘tho banglos, 
it was discovored that thoy woro 
not gold, but only gilded, Tho 
pawnbroker then attomptad, ‘to 
arrost the dofondant, who im- 
mediately left tho shop and ran 
to the police station. * 


Tho defondant, in hor ovidenco, 
stated that sho only asked for 615 
for the banglos. : 


Mr, MoCallum said that his 
application wos mado on tho 
ground that the defendant had 
had tho bangles valued by an 
export, who was ao jowellor, and 
sha, was told that thoy wore 
gonuino gold. 

His Worship asked if Mr, 
McCallum was aware of the 
faot tliat ho had discharged 
hor on o previous -uctasion 
on the samo charge. 

Mr. McCallum replied that it 
wan ofter hor dischargo thut sho 
took tho banglos to tho jowollor. 

When sho was oskod if sho 
bad any witnorsos to call, Mr. 
McCallum undorstood sho replied 
in the nogutive, meaning that 
she had no. witnossos in court, 
but she could in. reality have 
collod a number of witnouros, 
She also wont to the Potico 
Station and roported tho dotention 
of the banglos, which sho would 
not havo dono if guilty. y 

’ After further argument, rogard- 
ing dofondont's identity having 
prejudiced his ‘Worship, tho 
inagistrato enid that ho could 
not holp rocognising hor, but he 
did his utmost to go. hor dis- 
charged if possible, kno-ving that 
she was not logally ropresonted. 
She horsolf doliborately told 
him that sho had beon in Court 
before. Sho admitted that whon 
asked by tho complainant if the 
bangles wore gold sho pointed at 
tho writing on tehm, ‘intimating 
that they wore gold. 

Mr. McCallum said that tho 
jowollor had told hor that they 
woro not puro gold, but were 
80 or 90 por cont. gold. Sho did 
ask for $15 from tho-pawnbrokor. 

Hia Worship said thero was 
ovidenco on the other sido to tho 
offoct that defendant asked for 
$90 and sho was lying whon sho 
said sho only askod for $15. Thoro 
had not beon a word of what tho 
solicitor hod said in tho woman's 
dofonco yostorday., “It is an 
invention on tho part of hor 
pooplo: Tho whole thing is a 
clovor fraud. I must rofuso tho 
application,” conoluded his Wor- 


ship. :

SCOTLAND'S INTEREST IN 
THE WORK. 

Inn special nenac, Thursday, 
Novomber 20, marked a new begin- 
ning of the China Inland Mission's 
work in Scotland: ' For more 'than 
30 yoars the Mission has had 
of ces in. Glasgow, where Mr. 
Ontta first acted as Honorary 
Socretary, and then, Inter, Mr. 
Graham Brown as Scerctary. On 
the grounds’ of health, Mr. and 
Mrs. Graham Brown have for some 
time felt the need of secking re- 
lef from the stronuous work of 
caring for the Misafon’a work in 
the whole of Scotland, and, In 
consequence, Mr. Arthur Taylor 
has been temporarily appointed as 
Acting Secretary for’ Scotland, 
with the excoption of a Hmited 
area in and around Edinburgh, for 
which Mr. and Mrs. Graham 
Brown will be responsible. 

Just at the time when the need 
of anew h vas folt and search 
was belng/madé, the need for this 
new depatturé was supplicd. An 
unexpected legacy from an old 
Glasgow friend made the purchase 
of 16 Belmont Gardens, Glasgow, 
posaible; and mainly through the 
gifts of other Glaagow friends, 
this home has been furnished, 
where the Secretary and his wife 
and farhily wil) reside and where 
limited accommodation is avail- 
able for missionaries on furlough. 

In the afternoon of ‘November 
20, a dedicatory meeting was held 
in the house itself, and in the 
evening, a company of some 500 
frienda gnthered in the Finnieston 
United Free Church to hear Dr. 
Stuart Holden and other speakers, 
including. Mr. Graham Brown and 
Mr. Arthur Taylor. It should be 
mentioned that Mr. Graham 
Brown is hoping to open an office 
in Edinburgh for the development 
of the work in and around that 
district, but the main work of the 
Mission in Scotland will centre in 
Glasgow, as in the past. '

prayer for China, was based.on the 
well known incident in the Gospel, 
of Christ's blessing of the five 
loaves amd two fish. .

MURDER.

- "FORMAL EVIDENCE. 


Evidence of the- arrest of Chan 
King-cheun, who is being charged 
with the murder of Chang Ki, 9 
cook employed at the Central Polico 
station, was giveri by a Chinese 
detective before Mr. J. R. Wood 
at the Central Police Court yester- 
day afternoon. ° : 

The tase for the Crown was con- 
ducted by Mr. T. M. Hazlerigg and 
Mr. D. McCallum appeared for the 
defence. ‘ 

The detective sald that on the 
afternoon of January 1, he was 
sent out In search of Chan Chol, 
the defendant's master at the Hang 
Tat beef stall. The Iatter accom- 
panied him in a search for the de- 


fondant. After visiting houses in}. 


Cockrane and Gogh Streets, the 
defendant was met near the 
M. Y. San, confectionery, opposite 
the Central Market. He was ar- 
rested. Questioned. he said that 
the knife was at the Central 
Market. Four knives’ werd found 
under a table indicated by the de- 
fondant in the Market and one of 
these was picked out 18 having 
been used in the affray. Together 
with Chan Choi the deferidant was 
taken to the police’ station. On 
the way Chan Choi scolded the de- 
fendant for having stabbed the 
deceased for a trivial matter. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Me- 
Callum, the detective said that it 
was on the information of Chan 
Choi that he went in search of the 
defendant. Witness denied that 
defendant was told that ft would 
be better for him to confesn every- 
thing, Nor-did witness hear Chan 
Choi tell defendant to confeaa and 
that he would engage a solicitor 
for his defence, Chan Choi was 
released by the police on January 
4, and had not been seen since, 

After further evidence the case 
was adjourned,

Tho detective immediate - 
ly atafted to search the sbroff. 
Having apparently collected ‘ac. 
counts, the man protested nnd 
demanded from the pvliceman bis 
badge, thinking he might bo an 
impersonator, Tho dotective re- 
sented what he evidently thought 
an impertinence and struck the 
shroff on the cheat with his fist. 

Mr. Ho said he conridered the 
conduct of tha detective outrageous, 
While tho Chinese welcomo the 
precnutions taken by the police to 
check the crimo wave, the search 
could be conducted without undye 
violence, Unless the searchers 
showed their badges, it was im- 
possible to know their bona fides. 
Ho suggested that in futuro search 
parties be under tho, charge of 1 
European officer, whuso presence 
would allay doubts. The incident 
should bo brought to the notice of 
the authoritiers and be proposed 
that tho two Chinese Council mem- 
bers bo requested to make the 
necessary representations to tho 
Govornment., "

A FINE MOVEMENT. 

Tho assombly of local Boy’ 
Scouts yostorday for tho coro- 
mony of prosentation of tho 
Princo of Wales bannor to tho 
winning troop of tho yoar, 
brought togethor ao fino mustor, 
and it formod an objoct lesson in 
tho work that is boing accom- 
plishod horo, particularly disclos- 
Ing tho stridos that havo boon 
mado during the past’ twolve- 
month, Apart from tho puroly 
local aspoct, it is intorosting to 
ponder tho significance of this 
movomont not only throughout 
tho Empiro ‘but in oll parts of 
tho world. Wo romembor tho 
days of somo fiftoon yonrs ogo 
whon “scouting for boys" was 
in its infancy, and thoro soomod 
somo doubt whoethor it was likoly 
to grow groatly or morely form a 
limited phaso of national. on- 
deavour. But before long it'bo- 
camo evident that the movomont 
hed “caught on,” and aftor o 
poriod of transition during which 
reforms indicatod .by practical 
oxpericnco woro’ carried. out, 
the Boy Scouts dovoloped into an 
organisation which has now 
become intornational ‘in its scopo 
and in its rosults. Itis acknow- 
ladged to bo the foundation of o 
{raining school which goos bo- 
yond ordinary oducation in form- 
ing that groatost asect, charactor. 
Tho offocts of this aro alroady 
apparont, and tho futuro promise 
is big with possibilitios. Tho 
Boy Scouts by thoir very ox- 
position of the teachings of thoir 
Chiof havo won for tho move- 
mont worldwide public and 
official ‘recognition and on- 
couragomont, 


Ono of tho finost outlooks in 
tho organisation is its promotion 
of ntornational friendships. 
Not onough bas boon mado, wo 
think, of the splondid results 
which must: follow tho holding 
of jamboroos at which all tho 
natlons of tho world arg re- 
prosonted. From. the bringing 
togethor of difforont classes in 
an English city, thus brooding 
oarly toloranco of tho root of our 
followmon, thoro ia tho groator 
aspect in Colonta! outposts, Iiko 
Hongkong, whore differont racos 
como together in co-operative 
offort, and finally. comos tho 
largor tolorance which emanates 
from oxtondod international 
scontact, In this way is formed 


all iho aro intorosted in tho 
wolfaro of humanity: “ You aro 
not to ba contont.moroly to look 
upon tho dawn. It ‘is for you 
to bostir yoursolvos, and soo that 
tho movoment spreads its light 

. until it has brightoned all 
the dark placos." 


|For the Children, 


Wo have on provious occasions 
takon note of tho provision which 
the Shanghai Municipal Council 
makes in tho matter of playing 
grounds for childron of tho Sottlo- 
niont, and in this connection it ix 
intorosting to note that a schome 
is now boing put in hand for the 
laying out of a model yacht pond 
in Jossfiéld Park. It appours that 
in tho past childron havo boon 
soiling thoir little yachts in the 
largor Jakes in the’ park, but that 
thia practice is now prohibited, 
on account of the dangors in- 
volved.” Tho proposal now put 
forward, and agrocd to, is that o 
special pond for childron’s yachts 
bo mado, of such a dosign os to 
rondor its juvonilo users immune 
from dangor. This littlo projoct is 
to cost oight thousand taols. In 
Shanghai tho authorities cortainly 
do all thoy can in tho mattor of 
providing such facilitios for chil 
dron, for in tho various parka thoro 
aro all monnor of attractions for 
the youngstors, Big sand-pits 
ero to bo ‘found, whero tho 
childron spond many happy 
hours, whilst there is all manner 
of oquipment in tho way of swings, 
so0-saws, otc. Horo in Hong- 
kong the authoritios do not look 
with favour on tho provision of 
sand-pits, on tho ground that 
they are apt to become dirty, 
quite ovorlooking tha point that 
if such places aro not provided, 
the kiddios will tako to the only 
othor altornativo—namely, pilos 
of sarth and rubbish, which aro 
anything but hygionic. Maybe 
tho knowlodgo of what Shanghai 
doos for its youngsters will spur 
on tho authoritios horojto making 
adequate provision ‘for tho 
childron of tho Colony. 

Public Works. 

In looking ovor the Shanghai 
Municipal Gazette, in which 
wo noticod this. roforenco 
to the provision of o yacht- 
ing pond, wo were also 
struck by publication of longthy 
lists of tonders received for tho 
carrying out of public works, oto, 
Thoso give full details of aj] tho 
various tondors, with namos of 
tondorors, prices, ctc., as woll as 
an indication os to whose tendors 
havo boon accoptod. Evorything 
is put down In black and 
whito, so that it can be soon 
at o glance who woro sucoess- 
ful, who woro not and what the 
variations in tho tenders woro. 
Those details apply to foroign as 
woll as Chinese tondorors. Wo 
have beforo now suggested that 
a like plan might wall bo follow- 
ed hore. Aftor all, itis public 
monoy which js boing spent, and 
thero ought to be no abjoction to 
lotting tho publio know those 
particulars. The Government 
Gazelte would be tho proper 
medium for tho publication of 
such information, and wo hopo 
to soo the time whon its columns 
will be found to contain full de- 
tails on theso important-points.
